exceptionally good. The rec- 
ord for the first half of the 
year 1931 was also general- 
ly good although an epidem- 


i ic of mild influenza during 
' the early months of 1931 


increased the death rates 
for a time and gave the year 
an inauspicious beginning.

United States is very irreg 
ular. Seven states—Kansa 
Delaware, District of Colum 
bia, Maine, Maryland, Ne 
Hampshire and Rhode Is 
land—reported no cases o 
smallpox in 1 9 3 0 .

Dakota with

tion. Indiana reported 16 
cases of small pox per 100!

1930 the incidence of influ 
enza in the United State 
was unusually low. Th 
death rate from influenza 
for the year 1930 was 18. 
per 100,000 population a

and 42.1 in 1928. The fac 
that there was no genera 
outbreak of influenza dur 
ing 1930 probably helped 
greatly in keeping the gen 
eral death rate for the year 
low, as there is usually an 
increase in the number of 
deaths attributed to certain 
other diseases when influ 
enza is prevalent. 


Infantile 
paralysis was 
more prevalent during the 
calendar year 1930 than i 
was in 1928 or 1929. In the 
spring of 1930 the reports

The 
interstate system for the dis- 
posal of other stolen "goods 
is a similarly essential fac- 
tor of thievery in general 
and similar federal restraint 
is in order. 


Interstate transportation 


of stolen goods, by truck or 
by train, and the operations 
of a "fence" on a wholesale 
plan, is the complement of 
the crime syndicate, which 
is more startling in its fact 
today than it has been in 
past fiction.

Has Substitute Bill 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
11— (/P)-- 
The first reaction in the senate 
to the Democratic tariff bill pass- 
ed by the house was the introduc- 
tion by Senator Vandenberg today 
of a substitute to liberalize still 
further the existing flexible pro- 
visions. 


Instead of restoring to congress 
the presidential power to change 
duties on recommendation of the 
tariff commission, as provided by. 
the bill, the Michigan Republi- 
can's measure would leave the law 
as it is. It also would permit the 
commission to propose transfer 
of articles to or from the free list 
which existing law prohibits. 


Reports on these free list chang- 
es, however, would be subject to 
approval by congress, after being 
submitted to the president for his 
recommendation. 


To prevent a general revision 
through amendments on the floors 
of congress, the substitute would 
bar amendments to the commis- 
sion's reports. 


The existing law with regard to 
commission action on altering du- 
ties would not be changed under 
Vandenberg's 
bill. 
This 
allows 
the president to proclaim increases 
or decreases up to BO per cent in 
existing levees after commission 
inquiry, without submitting 
the 


findings to congress. 


Chairman Smoot said the fi- 
nance committee would not take 
up the Democratic tariff bill until 
it had completed its investigation 
of the flotation of foreign securi- 
ties.

WASHINGTON, Jan.

The word of honor of the senate 
was counted on today to pass 
President Hoover's two billion dol- 
lar- reconstruction corporation bill 
before night. 


On the strength of this agree- 
ment to vote, congressional heads 
programmed things so as to put 
the measure before the president 
for signature Saturday. 
The bill 
proposed immediate general de- 
bate on its copy of the bill— 
slightly different from the amend- 
ed senate draft—with a vote Wed-

The Denison-Durant bridge was 
the center of a controversy last 
summer which ended when the 
legislature passed a special statute 
authorizing the bridga company to 
sue the state on the contract. To 
prevent the use of the toll bridge, 
Governor William H. Murray of 
Oklahoma declared a martial law 
zone around the bridge head and 
plowed up the Oklahoma approach- 
es to the toll structure. 


Governor Murray declared the 


free bridge open and 
removed 
barricades on the Oklahoma side 
but is use as prevented by bar- 
riers maintained on the Texas side 
by state rangers. 


The bridge company consent to 


the opening of the free bridge in 
consideration of bein? granted the 
right to sue the highay commis- 
sion. 
The attorney general's depart-

contract was illegal because of a 
stipulation in the Texas law which 
prohibits the 
commission
